In the matter of the National Foundation for Teachers’ Welfare, New Delhi. 

S.O. 1955. —Whereas the Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Edu¬ 
cation, being the person who proposes to apply the funds of the National Founda¬ 
tion for Teachers’ Welfare, New Delhi, in trust for charitable purposes has applied 
for vesting the funds mentioned in Schedule A annexed hereto in the Treasurer of 
Charitable Endowments for India and for the settlement of a Scheme for the 
administration of the said Funds. 

It is hereby notified that the Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 (6 of 1890), 
and upon the application as aforesaid and with the concurrence of the Secretary 
to the Government of India, Ministry of Education, doth hereby order that the 
monies set out In Schedule A annexed hereto shall, as from the date of publication 
of this Notification, be vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India 
to be held by him and his successors in office (subject to the provisions of the 
Charitable Endowments Act, 1890, and the rules framed thereunder from time to 
time, by the Central Government) upon trust to hold the said monies and the income 
thereof in accordance with the trusts and terms set out in the Scheme set forth in 
Schedule B annexed hereto for the administration of the said funds. 

And it is hereby further notified that the Scheme set forth In Schedule B 
annexed hereto has, under sub-section (1) of section 5 of the said Act, been settled 
for the administration of the said funds and under sub-Section (3) of the said section 
5 of the said Act, it is hereby further ordered that it shall come into force with 
Immediate effect. 


Schedule A 

Contribution of Rupees ono lakh made by the Government of India towards the 
funds of the Foundation. 


Schedule B 

Scheme for the administration of the National Foundation for Teachers' Welfare, 

1. The objects of the Foundation shall be: 

(i) to take over the monies referred to in Schedule A from the persons now 
administering ad-hoc aid programme for teachers; 
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(ii) to administer and apply the funds of the Foundation to promote the Wel¬ 
fare of the Teachers generally and to alleviate distress among teacher# 
and their dependants in indigent circumstances; and 
(III) to do all other things which are Incidental to the above objects. 

2. The objectives of the Foundation shall extend to the whole of India except 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir. 

3. For the management and administration of the funds of the Foundation a 
General Committee shall be constituted consisting of the following members, 
namely: — 

(a) Union Education Minister, Chairman (ex-officio). 

(b) Education Secretary to the Vice-Chairman, Government of India (ex- 
officlo ), 

(c) Three persons—one each from 
(1) Ministry of Finance; 

(il) Ministry of Scientific Research and Cultural Affairs and 
(iii) University Grants Commission, 

to be appointed by the Central Government 

(d) Three persons nominated by the Chairman. 

(e) Secretary-Treasurer, to be appointed by the Chairman. 

4. Not less than four members shall form a quorum. Every matter shall be 
determined by a majority of votes of the members present and voting on the ques¬ 
tion. In case of equality of votes the Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

5. The General Committee may function notwithstanding any vacancy in its 
constitution. 

0. Subject to the provisions herein contained the General Committee may 
frame, and vary, from time to time, as they think fit, rules for the conduct of their 
business. 

7. The funds of the Foundation shall be vested in the Treasurer of Charitable 
Endowments for India. 

8. (a) The General Committee may make Rules for the regulation, management 
and for any other purpose connected with the execution of the funds of the 
Foundation. 

(b) The General Committee shall invest the proceeds of the sale or other dis¬ 
posal of the property as well as any monies or property not Immediately required 
to be used for the objects of the Foundation in any one or moF5"Y)f the modes of 
investment for the time being authorised by law for the Investment of the trust 
monies as the General Committee may think proper. 

9. The General Committee may appoint a Working Committee for each State/ 
Union Territory In India and such officers and staff as they may consider necessary. 

10. The General Committee may delegate any of their powers to any of the 
Working Committees constituted in respect of the States/Union Territories or to 
any one or more members of their body. 

11. The General Committee may also delegate to one or more of the member# 
such of their powers as, in the option of the General Committee, are merely minis¬ 
terial acts and Involve no discretion or are necessary and conformable to common 
usage. 

12. Regular accounts of the monies in the funds shall be kept by the Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

13. All contracts and other assurances shall be in the name of the General Com¬ 
mittee and signed on their behalf by at least one of the members or Secretary- 
Treasurer, 
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14. The General Committee may receive any endowment, donations or other 
contributions in augmentation of any of the objects and general purposes of the 
Foundation, They may also receive endowments, donations or other contributions 
for any special purposes connected with the charity not Inconsistent with or cal¬ 
culated to impede the due working of the provisions of this scheme.
